a price of $88,075 per bus. 
This keeps the board from 
having to re-bid for buses 
this year. 

The superintendent’s rec- 


ommendation was to go 
ahead and order 4 of the 5 
new buses now with Fiscal 
Year 2018 monies. Then, as 
soon as Fiscal Year 2019 
monies are available in 
October, he recommended 
purchasing the fifth new 
bus then to get all ordered 
before November. 

Although three board 
members were unable to be 
at last week’s meeting, 
there was a quorum and 
those in attendance voted 
unanimously to approve 
this recommendation to 
purchase five new buses. 

Due to a potential con- 
flict with the AASB meet- 
ing in March, board mem- 
bers voted to change the 
time for the March regular 
meeting to 12 noon rather 
than the normal 5:30 p.m. 
Therefore, the next regular 
meeting for the Coffee 
County Board of Education 
will be Thursday, March 1, 
at 12 noon.

He said it is incumbent 
on Americans to do all in their power to ensure that young 


people in this country: receive the bestypossible education. 
Congressman says education key to 


unlocking path forward during Black 
History Leadership Conference in Troy 


Rep. John Lewis on 
Friday, Feb. 2, said it is 
incumbent on Americans to 
do all in their power to 
ensure that young people in 
this country receive the best 
possible education. 


Speaking to the 


Leadership Conference 
Celebrating African 


American History Month at 
Troy University, Lewis 
called education the key to 
unlocking the best possible 
future for the nation. 

“We must see that all of 
our young people receive 
the best education possible 
for it is our young people 
that will lead us,” he said. 
“It is our young people who 
will get us to the point 
where we can redeem the 
soul of American and create 
that beloved community 
where we lay down the bur- 
den of race. We can do it, 
and we will do it.” 

Lewis said Americans 
must go forward together, 
learning to live together. 

“We must learn to live 
together as brothers and sis- 
ters, if not, as Dr. King sug- 
gested, we will perish as 
fools,” he said. “We have to 
look after each other and 
take care of each other, and 
we must never, ever give up 
on each other. It doesn’t 
matter if we are black or 
white, Latino American, 
Asian American or Native 
American, we are all one 
people, one family. We all 
live in the same house, and 
it is not just an American 
house, but it is a world 
house. We must never hate 
for, as Dr. King stated, hate 
is much too heavy a burden 
to bear.” 

Lewis encouraged the 
audience to being willing to 
stand up, speak up and 
speak out to bring about an 
end to injustice. 

“When you see some- 
thing that isn’t fair, isn’t 
right or just, you have a 
moral obligation to stand 
up and say and do some- 
thing,” he said. “You must 
not be quiet. Leaders must 
be the headlights and not 


the taillights. Don’t be 
afraid to lead. Don’t be 
afraid if someone tells you 
that you are not prepared or 
not ready or tells you to 
wait until it’s your time. 
The time is always right to 
do what is right.” 

Lewis said he truly 
believes the country will 
“get it right.” 

“Don’t give up. Keep the 
faith. Keep your eyes on the 
prize and be hopeful and 
optimistic,” he said. “Help 
our children. Help save our 
country. We don’t need to 
go backwards. We need to 
go forward, and we need to 
go forward together.”

“I’m not disappointed 
with our numbers,” he said. 
“We were above 95 percent 
attendance at both schools 
last year.” 

He said the issue he sees 
with how absenteeism was 
calculated with the proto- 
type report card is that 
every absence is counted 
against the school with this, 
including students off cam- 
pus on a_ school-related 
field trip, excused sickness 
absences, etc. 

Taking all that into 
account, he said chronic 
absenteeism affects the 
schools more than it used to 
with this report card. 

Moseley also said the test 
used for the academic por- 
tions of the report card was 
the Aspire Test, which is no 
more now. He said schools 
now will use a new test for 
these evaluations for at 
least the next two years, 
which means more change. 

He said that brings up a 
new question — “Where are 
you going to calculate from 
next year?” 

Overall, however, 
‘Moseley said he is as 
pleased as he can be with 
this report card system 
being brand new. He said 
there are things that need to 
change, but he has full con- 
fidence that the state 
department of education 
will find the right scenario 
for this: test to make it fit 
everyone. 

“We are working togeth- 
er [the state and school sys- 
tems] on this, and the state 
officials are going to come 
up with the right format for 
the schools and kids,” 
Moseley said. “This does, 
however, give us [Elba] a 
starting point, especially 
with me coming in fresh as 
the superintendent at basi- 
cally the same time this 
report card was released.” 

He said the most impor- 
tant thing to remember 
when looking at these 
report card numbers is, 
“one test does not define 
your school.” 

“We don’t get credit for 
having an incredible band, 


.a fantastic football team, a_ 


year and a half old show 
choir that is awesome,” he 
said. “They do look some at 
technology with this, but 
we have so much more to 
offer that is not looked at 
that has to be taken into 
account.” 

Moseley said the Elba 
goal from here is simple — 
move the score up. 

“IT want to see our num- 
bers move up, no matter 
how big or small,” he said. 

The breakdown of Elba’s 
numbers on the prototype 
report card was as follows: 

The Elba City School 
System overall score was 
an 80 for a B ranking. 

The five accountability 
indicators used to attain this 
score were: Academic 
Achievement (20 percent), 
Academic Growth (30 per- 
cent), Graduation Rate (30 
percent), College an Career 
Readiness (10 percent), and 
Chronic Absenteeism (10 
percent). Elba was above 
the state average in three of 
those categories [gradua- 
tion rate, college and career 
readiness, and chronic 
absenteeism] and was very 
close to being above on 
four [academic growth]. 

For academic achieve- 
ment, the system scored 
53.89 points for 10.78 out 
of 20 percent; for academic 
growth, the system scored 
85.57 points for 25.67 out 
of 30 percent; for gradua- 
tion rate, the system scored 
95.40 points for 28.62 out 
of 30 percent; for college 
and career readiness, the 
system scored 68 points for 
6.8 out of 10 percent; and 
for chronic absenteeism, 
the system scored 20.44 
points for 2.04 out of 10 
percent. 

Elba Elementary School 
was only rated on three 
accountability indicators — 
academic achievement 
(40%), academic growth 
(50%), and chronic absen- 
teeism (10%). The overall 
score for the elementary 
school was 73 for a C rat- 
ing, but was above the state 
average in academic 
achievement and chronic 
absenteeism. 

For academic achieve- 
ment, the school scored 
61.14 points for 24.46 out

of 40 percent; for academic 
growth, the school scored 
81.25 points for 40.63 out 
of 50 percent; and for 
chronic absenteeism, the 
school scored 25 for 2.5 out 
of 10 percent. 

Elba High School was 
tated on the same five 
accountability indicators as 
the system. The high school 
received an overall score of 
80 for a B rating, and was 
above the state average for 
academic growth, gradua- 
tion rate, and college and 
career readiness. 

For academic achieve- 
ment, the school received 
46.56 points for 9.31 out of 
20 percent; for academic 
growth, the school received 
89.42 points for 26.83 out 
of 30 percent; for gradua- 
tion rate, the school 
received 95.40 points for 
28.62 out of 30 percent; for 
college and career readi- 
ness, the school received 68 
points for 6.8 out of 10 per- 
cent; and for chronic absen- 
teeism, the school received 
15.66 points for 1.57 out of 
10 percent. 

Looking at the whole pic- 
ture, Moseley again said he 
was pleased with Elba’s 
numbers considering this 
was a prototype report card 
that no one knew what to 
expect. He said it showed 
that the school system is 
right there in same boat or 
better than most sys- 
tems/schools in the area. 

“We have dedicated 
school leaders in place now 
at the elementary and high 
schools that I have no doubt 
will work diligently to 
make sure we only move up 
from here,” Moseley said. 
“Again, we are not defined 
by this one report, and we 
are pleased with where we 
are and the goals we have in 
front of us.”

rate accounts for 30 percent 
of the score, and the system 
received 94.20 points in 
this category; college and 
career readiness accounts 
for 10 percent of the score, 
and the system received 
77.00 points in this catego- 
ry; and chronic absen- 
teeism accounts for 10 per- 
cent of the score and the 
system received 18.87 
points in this category. 

The overall score of 84 
was derived from the points 
in each of those categories 
based on a formula used by 
the state. 

Looking at the schools 
individually, New 
Brockton Elementary 


School scored an overall 85 
(B); New Brockton High 


School scored an overall 79 
(C); Zion Chapel School 
scored an overall 84 (B); 
and Kinston School scored 
an overall 88 (B). 

While the high schools 
are grading on the five 
accountability indicators 
{as mentioned above with 
the system grade], elemen- 
tary schools are only grad- 
ed on three — academic 
achievement (40%), aca- 
demic growth (50%), and 


chronic absenteeism 
(10%). 

New Brockton 
Elementary scored 72.04 
points for academic 


achievement; 95.28 points 
for academic growth; and 
17.01 points for chronic 
absenteeism to reach the 
overall score of 85 on the 
report card. 

New Brockton High 
School scored 47.74 points 
for academic achievement; 
86.42 points for academic 
growth; 92.40 points for 
graduation rate; 71 points 
for college and career 
readiness; and 14.22 points 
for chronic absenteeism to 
reach the overall score of 
79 on the report card.

New Brockton Council votes to pay off small bank 
loan with funds discovered and collected by RDS

During the monthly 
meeting Monday evening, 
Feb. 5, New Brockton 
Town Council members 
voted to pay-off a loan on 
mosquito spraying equip- 
ment after a good chunk of 
unexpected revenue came 
to the town. 

Town Clerk Debbie 
Andrews explained to 
council members that RDS 
[Revenue Discovery 
Systems] made a deposit 
into the town’s account of 
approximately $47,000. 
This was monies RDS dis- 
covered were owed in taxes 
to the town from a con- 
struction company, in 
which RDS did an audit for 
several years back. 

Andrews and Mayor 
Kathy Holley each said 
they had checked into this 
large deposit of funds after 
it appeared, and it was 
accurate. Holley said New 
Brockton was seemingly 
not the only community to 
benefit from this. 

Therefore, Andrews 
asked for approval to pay-

off_a loan in the amount of 
$6,100.11 that was for the 
mosquito spraying equip- 
ment for the town. She said 
in paying this smaller loan 
off, it would allow her to 
double up some on the car 
loans the town also is pay- 
ing back and get those paid 
off earlier too. 

Council members voted 
unanimously to pay off the 
$6,100.11 loan. 

Upon the recommenda- 
tion of the mayor, council 
members voted to give two 
employees a raise. 

The first was an employ- 
ee with the street depart- 
ment who has completed 
his first 90 days of employ- 
ment with the town, The 
mayor recommended a 25 
cents per hour raise for this 
employee, and council 
members approved it.

Presenting the monthly 
financial report for the 
town, Andrews noted at the 
end of January, the town’s 
general fund had a balance 
of $151,103.93. She also 
said the total operating 
funds for all accounts was 
$268,565.30. 

The town’s income for 
the month of January was 
$98,556.75. y 

Andrews estimated the 
regular monthly bills for 
February to be $12,157.19, 
and council members voted 
to approve payment of 
these bills.

A provision in the Severe 
Weather Preparedness Sales 
Tax Holiday law allows 
counties and municipalities 
to join the state by remov- 
ing their own local sales and 
use taxes from the same 
items during the same 
weekend (Reference: Act 
2012-256).

Preparedness Tax Holiday.
